The health of the District has remainod satisfactory 
except that, common with the rest of tho country, during the summor 
poliomyelitis cases were more numerous than usual and in the late 
autumn influcnza end pneumonia caused a considerable nunbor of deaths 
among the aged, 


During tho year a careful survoy was mado of all houses 
adjacent to a main scewor the closcts of which were unconnected 
therewith, Month by month a number of these pail closcts wore 
convortod into water closets and connected with the sewers, 

hoe Ministry's sanction has not yot been reccived for 
permission to procced with the construction of scwage disposal works 
at Pattinghan,. 

I should like to thank you Mr. Chairman and tho Ifembers of thi 
Council, also the Clerk and othor Council Officials cspucially tho 
Public Health Dopartmont Staff for kindness and help during the time 
I have actod as your licdical Officor,.

Water Supply: 


The water supply of the District is mainly furnished 
by four water undertakings. 


1. Wolverhampton Corporation Water Underteking supplies 
the Parishes of Codsall, Wrottesley Detached, Pattingham and Lower 
Ponne 244 bacteriological analyses wore made of water before 
troatmont and $83 analyses of troated water going into supply. 

Of these 883, 876 contsined no B.Coli, the other 7 contained a 
fow Coliform bacilli but none of the Faecal Coli Typo l. 


2. Bilston Corporation Wator Undorteking supplics 
Wombourn, Trysull, Scisdon, Himley and Swindon. 5 samples wore taken 
for be ctoriological oxemination and found to be satisfactory. 

Tho water is obtaincd from deop wells and chlorinatien is applicd 
continuously. This wator is satisfactory. 


36 South Staffordshire Waterworks Company supplies Kinver, 


Enville and Bobbington. 445 samplos were takon and all found to 
vo free of coliform bacilli. 


4, City of Birmingham Water Dopartment supplics the 
Iverlcy portion of Kinver. Bactcrislogical examinations wore medo 
fortnightly. 12 samples were free from coliform Weacul L Lee «tO 
contained from 2-9 B,Coli Typo 1 per 100c.c.

ICH CREAM 


During the summer of 1950 some intensive work was put into the 
inspection of premises and sampling of ice cream. 259 visits were 
paid to the 43 premises at that time storing and selling ice cream. 


During the course of these visits 80 tests wore made to ensure 
that the temperature requirements of the Icc Cream Regulations 
(i.c. the product must be kept at a tcmperature below 28° Fah.) 
were being observed. In cvery case the conditions were satisfactory 


84 samples were taken for bacteriological examination. The 
results were as follows:

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The Laboratory suggestions as to quality are given 
below: 


“Owing to the numerous factors governing the 
hygienic quality of ice-cream it is unwise 

to pay too much attention to the bacteriological 
results on any single sample. Judgment should 
be based rathcr on a series of samples. Lt 

is suggested that over a six-monthly period, 

50 per cent of a vendor's samples should fall 
into Grade 1, 80 per cent into Grades 1 or 2, 
not more than 20 per cent into Grade 3, and 

none into Grade 4." 


In view of the above statement it will be clear that 
the season's work shews a reasonably satisfactory state 
of affairs, particularly in relation to Grades 1 and 2. 


I am pleased to say that, possibly as a result of 
our representations, there has been, so far in 1951, a 
considerable improvement in the twelve semplcs purchased 
from Manufacturer I, the figurcs (in 1951) for this 
firm being:
